At the beginning of 1 November 1944, the AusBcndienststelle Wiener Neustadt 
r vaa informed by the wife of a railroad v*orkor that an unknown man (who was later 
C identified as the father of the agent U LSAflSIt ) had visited her house. This man 
brought gre etings from the agent fflJSCHlSflER7 >f ho had previously been friendly 
with the railroad worker’s daughter. The nan har said that GQSCJXBAinR had been 
dropped by paruehute in the neighborhood (Neu-siodlor See , 13 October 1944). The 
man said that they had no v/t set and that they tried in vain to contact another 
group. The unknown men had asked whether the railroad worker would be able to 
smuggle the group on a froi ;ht train and enable t’.on to leave for Yugoslavia. 
GOSCJJLBAUER would 00 m within a few days to get the answer. 



At that time SANITiKl know that a group had been dropped in the vicinity 
but did not know that they woro sent by the United States Oovomment. Uo 
thought they might have been Preach and been sont by a North African group. 



Iho nan who visited the railroad worker indicated that be was an active 
Axmy officer, although ho wore civilian clothes, and this mudo him conspicuous. 
gQSCHL&aflKR was rery easily arrested because he had said, some time before, 
that ho was the son of a director of a glass factory located in Sudotenland and 
p also that he had been stationed at an airdrome near Aschbcrg. This enabled 
SABXTZS R to get his naue and a complete description of his person.
